COCHRAN URGES MORE FUNDS 
FOR U. S. INTELLIGENCE UNIT 


Irey’s Bureau Pays Government $30 for Every 


$1 Spent, Congressman Says—Solved 


Lindbergh Case, He Thinks. 


By RAYMOND P. BRANDT 
A Staff Correspondent of the 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 24.—Assert- 
ing that the Government obtains 
$30 for every $1 spent by the spe- 
cial intelligence unit of the Treas- 
ury Department, Representative 
John J. Cochran (Dem.), of St. 
Louis, today asked the House to in- 
crease the annual appropriation of 
this investigating agency of the Bu- 
reau of Internal Revenue. 

Under Elmer L. Irey, the unit in- 
vestigates frauds in income tax re- 
turns. By present budgetary prac- 
tice, the unit’s annual allocation of 
funds is not carried as a separate 
item in the Treasury Department’s 
appropriation bill, and Cochran de- 
clared if it were Congress would 
recognize the excellence of its work 
and enlarge its activities. He did 
not recommend any specific amount 
for the unit’s work next fiscal year. 
With a force of less than 250 men 
and funds of less than $1,000,000, 
Cochran said the unit in the last 
fiscal year had collected $26,106,000 
in additional taxes and penalties. 
Part in Lindbergh Case. 
Cochran cited several instances 
in which Irey,s agents had uncov- 
ered political corruption in their 
investigation of income tax eva- 
sion, and declared that Irey was re- 
sponsible for solving the Lindbergh 
kidnaping case. 
Pointing out that the Federal kid- 
nap law had not been enacted at 
that time, Cochran said that the 
Federal Government had had no 
jurisdiction in that case other than 
to determine whether ransom 
money was subject to the income 
tax laws. 
“It was Irey,” Cochran told the 
House, “who insisted that not a 
dollar should be passed until the 
serial number of each bill was re- 
corded and gold certificates be in- 
cluded for easy identification. At 


first there was objection as Lind- 


rgh, nervous, wanted his child 


and felt then if he paid the ransom 
the child would be returned, but 
Irey won his point. After the money 
was paid and Lindbergh was told 
he would find his baby on a motor- 
boat off the New England Coast it 
was Irey who accompanied him in 
the plane when he went in search 
of the boat. 
No One Would Have Known. 

“While it is true that the Bureau 
of Investigation of the Department 
of Justice later ertered the case, 
it was not until the kidnaping and 
fugitive from justice acts were 
passed that it had jurisdiction. The 
point I make is, that no one would 
have known it was Lindbergh 
money that the oil station attend- 
ant received from Hauptman if 
Irey had not insisted that gold cer- 
tificates be included and that the 
serial numbers on the bills be re- 
corded.” 

One of the unusual cases cited 
by Cochran related to an investiga- 
tion of a corporation engaged in 
construction of jails and prison 
cells. The unit agents, he said, de- 
termined that the company officers 
had concealed their incomes from 
this source. Approximately $20,000 
in taxes was recovered and criminal 
proceedings instituted. 

“These officials,” he said, “may 
eventually find themselves in the 
very cells they constructed.” 

No Publicity Man. 

Noting that the unit was one of 
the few Government agencies not 
having a publicity man, Cochran 
said that it was against the law for 
the unit to make public its activi- 
ties from time to time. 

“Only when criminal proceedings 
are started or a case is taken to 
the Board of Tax Appeals,” he ex- 
plained, “does information about its 
work become available to the press. 
I am aware of one case where 
about five times the amount of the 
unit's annual appropriation was re- 
covered in an investigation invol¥- 


ing the illegal shipment of liquor.”

JOHN NICK GIVES BOND 
ON EXTORTION CHARG 


Surrenders on Second Indict- 
ment Growing Out of 
Movie Payoffs. 


John P, Nick, boss of the Motion 
Picture Machine Operators’ Union, 
appeared with his attorney, Sig- 
mund M. Bass, at the Sheriff's of- 
fice this morning to surrender on 
an indictment voted by the grand 
jury Tuesday, charging extortion 
in connection with the $7000 “de- 
fense” fund raised by movie theater 
owners in 1937. 

He was taken to the court of 
Judge James E. McLaughlin, who 
set his bond at $5000 in view of the 
fact that Nick already had fur- 
nished $25,000 bond under another 
indictment by the previous grand 
jury on a charge of extortion in 
connection with the alleged pay- 
ment of $10,000 by theater owners 
in 1936. 

His bond today was signed by 
his brother, Walter Nick, a news- 
paper distributer, 2711 South Kings- 
highway, and Walter Nick’s wife. 

After leaving the courtroom, Nick 
and Bass went to Police Headquar- 
ters, where Nick filled out a routine 
record kept in cases handled by the 
Circuit Attorney's office. A thumb- 
print was taken as part of this 
record. 

Walking with the aid of a cane, 
and obviously thinner as a result 
of arthritis from which he has been 
suffering, he talked to reporters 
but refused to discuss the indict- 
ment except to say that it “came 
from having disgruntled members 
in the union.” 

He said he had been “down 
South taking the sun treatment,” 
but would not say where. Police- 
men who sought him at his home, 
2941 Russell boulevard, after the in- 
dictment was voted Tuesday, were 
told he was in Hot Springs, Ark. 
He said he would go back for fur- 
ther treatment after “straightening 
this thing all out.”

When he left Police Head- 
quarters he decended the steps with 
difficulty, walking sideways and 
leaning heavily on the cane.

FIRM ADMITS IT 

HAD LABOR SPIES 


Vice-President and Treas- 


urer of Company Testi- 
fies He Hired Woman 


Operatives Since 1931. 


A former organizer for the In- 
ternational Ladies’ Garment Work- 
ers’ Union testified at a National 
Labor Relations Board hearing to- 
day that a delegation composed of 
the Collinsville Chief of Police and 
a committee of the Chamber of 
Commerce there gave him one 
hour’s notice to leave town and 
warned him that he would be beat- 
en when he began organizing work- 
ers at the Forest City Manufactur- 
ing Co. plant there in January, 
1936. 

The witness, Douglas B. Ander- 
son, a former Methodist clergyman 
and now an organizer for the Tex- 
tile Workers’ Organizing Commit- 
tee of the CIO, said he remained 
in Collinsville in spite of the warn- 
ing and obtained 10 members for 


the ILGWU. Nine of them were 
discharged a short time afterward, 
he said. 

Anderson testified that the Col- 
linsville Chamber of Commerce 
committee said a group of men was 
looking for him to beat him. 
When he asked the police chief if 
it was his ruling that he should 
leave town, the chief replied, “I 
have nothing to do with that,” An- 
derson sald. 

Questioning members of the 
Chamber of Commerce committee 
as to their objection to organizing 
the Forest City Co.’s garment man- 
ufacturing plant, Anderson said he 
was told that Simon Spitzer, vice- 
president and treasurer of the com- 
pany, had announced that the plant 
would be moved out of town —if 
there was any labor trouble there. 


Yesterday’s Testimony. 


Spitzer testified yesterday that 
since 1931 he had hired woman 
spies for both the St. Louis and 
Collinsville plants of the company 
through A. A. Ahner, operator of 
a private detective agency. 

In the last four years, Spitzer 
told Trial Examiner Horace A. 
Ruckel at the Federal Building, he 
has paid Ahner $18,110. This not 
only covered the employment of 
woman operatives, but also the hir- 
ing of guards during strikes. The 
company has had three strikes 
since 1931. In addition, Spitzer 
said he paid Ahner for his services 
as a “labor adviser.” 

At no time were strikebreakers 
hired, Spitzer said in reply to a 
question from Thurlow Smoot, La- 
bor Board lawyer. The woman op- 
eratives were assigned to regular 
tasks at the factory, such as work- 
ing at machines, but always had 
jobs that would permit them to go 
from one floor to another. They 
received regular salaries and, in 
addition, were paid by Ahner, Spit- 
zer testified. 


Destroyed Correspondence. 


Asked why he had not brought 
correspondence and reports from 
Ahner to the courtroom, Spitzer 
said he had destroyed them because 
he regarded them as confidential, 
adding, “I didn’t think it was ad- 
visable to keep them.” 

Ahner received a retainer of $100 
a month and additional amounts for 
special services, Spitzer continued. 
Asked if he knew the names of the 
operatives who worked in his fac- 
tories, Spitzer replied: “I wasn't 
so anxious to know their names. 
I met them and talked to them ev- 
ery once in a while.” Later he ex- 
plained they made their reports to 
Ahner, who, itn turn, reported to 
the Spitzers. Harry Spitzer, presi- 
dent of the firm, is out of the city 
and the acting head now is his 
brother, Simon. 

Smoot asked Spitzer whether any 
of the operatives working in his 
plants ever quit Ahner and worked 
exclusively for the Forest City Co. 
The answer was “no.” 

Asked if he knew whether any of 
the operatives had police records, 
Spitzer said he did not, explaining 
they were hired on Ahner’s recom- 
mendation and that was considered 
sufficient. He said ordinary em- 
ployes were required to give refer- 


ences. 

Regarding the employment of 
guards, Spitzer said: “When there 
was lawlessness and slugging going 
on during strikes it was Ahner'’s 
duty to hire as many guards as he

MAKES LAST-MINUTE

RAIFORD, Fla., Feb. 24.—Frank- 
lin Pierce McCall was put to death 
in the electric chair today for the 
fatal kidnaping of 5-year-old James 
Bailey Cash Jr. at Princeton, Fia., 
last May. 

Sheriff D. C, Coleman, the offi- 
cer who arrested McCall, threw 
the switch at 11:08 and McCall 
was pronounced dead at 11:16. 

McCall, 22 years old and son of 
a minister, walked to the chair 
with a firm step and calmly read 
a statement from a handwritten 
manuscript while attendants fast- 
ened the straps to his legs. 

“Judas Iscariot sold Christ for 
30 pieces of silver,” he said. “It 
would be interesting to know how 
much someone got in this case.” 

He added he did not believe in 
capital punishment “because it does 
not deter from crime.” 

McCall said, however, he pre- 
ferred death to another year of 
“unjust imprisonment.”

50 Aftend Electrocution. , 
As guards placed the blindfold 
and electrode on his head, McCall), 
repeated the Lord’s prayer after 
the chaplain.

The execution first was set for 
last Monday.

McCall’s attorneys to seek a stay 
through the United States Supreme 
Court. They were turned down by 
two Justices in Washington late 
yesterday and also lost another se- 
ries of last-minutes moves to halt 
the execution.

President’s ‘Purge’ Has 
Added Factor Hard to 
Calculate. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 24. — The 


outcome of introduction of a modi- 
fied bill empowering President 
Roosevelt to plan a reorganization 
of the Government was clouded 
today by Republican opposition 


and uncertainty as to the attitude 
of economy advocates. 

Although the new measure 
omitted several of the most contro- 
versial provisions of the bill which 
the House shelved last year, Repre- 
sentative Taber (Rep.), New York, 
said it still would delegate too 
much power to the President. 
Senator Byrd (Dem.), Virginia, 
who contends the administration's 
original reorganization program 
did not place enough emphasis on 
economy, withheld comment pend- 
ing study of the bill. 

Some other Senators said priv- 
ately that, since the Senate passed 
reorganization legislation last year 
and the House sidetracked it, Mr. 
Roosevelt’s unsuccessful effort to 
defeat several Democratic Senators 
for renomination had added sa 
factor difficult to calculate. 

They agreed, however, that the 
compromise measure, written by 
Representative Warren (Dem.), 
North Carolina, and introduced 
yesterday by Representative Coch- 
ran (Dem.), Missouri, both ad- 
ministration supporters, met some 
of the major objections raised to 
prior legislation. 

Senator Glass (Dem.), Virginia, 
said he wanted a reorganization 
of the Government -that would 
materially reduce expenditures 
which “are now shameless.” A re- 
organization should be designed, he 
added, to save millions of dollars 
for the taxpayers.

BROAD ECONOMIC

Exile or Loss of Citizenship 
May Be Imposed—Other 
Judges to Hear Murder 
and Treason Cases. 


By the Associated Press. 
BURGOS, Spain, Feb. 24.—Gener- 
alissimo Francisco Franco, having 
declared to the world that surren- 
der of Republican Spain must be 
unconditional, formed a court today 
to try those persons held responsible 
politically for prolonging resistance 
to his Natiqnalist administration. 
He appointed Enrique Suner Or- 
donez as president of a National 
Tribunal of Political Responsibility 
charged with the task of judging 
Nationalist Spain’s political ene- 
mies. The Court has full power to 
impose broad economic penalties, 
Meanwhile, negotiations pointing 
toward French and British diplo- 
matic recognition of Franco moved 
slowly in Burgos. 
The semi-official French repre- 
sentative, Senator Leon Berard, 
conferred with the British agent, 
Sir Robert Hodgson, preparatory to 
a meeting later with the Nationalist 
Foreign Minister, Count Francisco 
Gomez Jordana. 

Recent Franco Decree. 
A recent decree fixing responsi- 
bility for continuance of the “red 
revciution” since Oct. 1, 1934—when 
a revolt broke out in Asturias—and 
covering the current civil war which 
started July 18, 1936, gives the new 
Nationalist tribunal power to exile 
Republican political leaders to Span- 
ish overseas possessions. 
The tribunal also may impose lo- 
cal exile by prohibiting persons 
from returning to places where they 
formerly lived. Offenders also may 
be stripped of citizenship rights. 
The court has no jurisdiction, 
however, over persons in the Repub- 
lican zone who are accused of such 
crimes as murder or treason. These 
must face criminal courts, which 
have the power to impose death 
penalties. 

Franco’s Plans After War. 
Franco, looking beyond the civil 
war, plans to wield a powerful 
army, navy and air force to main- 
tain a “place in the sun” and to 
become a strong power in the Med- 
iterranean. 

He already has warned other 
countries that Spain must be taken 
into consideration in any settle-

WASHINGTON, Feb. 24.— Dr. 

Paul Studenski, professor of eco- 

nomics at New York University, 


told the House Ways and Means 
Committee today that enactment of 
the Townsend or general welfare 
old-age pension programs would | 
result in wiping out the stock ex- 
changes. 

Testifying at hearings on pro- 
posed amendments and substitutes 
for the present Social Security Act, 
Studenski coupled an indictment of 
the two plans with a recommenda- 
tion that the Government chip in| 
on the cost of pensions from the) 
Social Security system which is 
financed by contributions of em- 
ployers and employes. 

The Townsendites propose pay- 
ment of monthly benefits up to $200 | 
to persons more than 60 years of | 
age from proceeds of a 2 per cent | 
transactions tax. The General Wel- | 
fare Pian contemplates a 2 per | 
cent gross income tax to finance) 
monthly payments ranging from 
$30 to $60. 

“In my opinion,” Studenski said, 
“it is doubtful whether our econom- 
ic system could withstand the 
severe shock which the imposition 
of the proposed taxes and the dis- 
bursement of the proposed benefits 
would inflict upon it. It may even 
be doubted whether the proposed 
pension plans and taxes could op- 
erate more than a short while. They 
would porbably collapse of their 
own weight.” 

The taxes, he said, would result 
in a great diminuation in security 
transactions, while purely specula- 
tive transactions would be taxed 
out of existence. 

“Consequently,” he said, “stock 
exchanges would cease operation.” 

Dr. Studenski said he was in en- 
tire accord with the Social Security 
Board's proposal of implementing 
the present old-age pension system 
with a third type of contribution 
from the Treasury. 


States Pay-as-You-Go Basis Would 
Double Old Age Tax. 
Testimony made public today dis- 
closed that Russell R. Reagh, a 
Government actuary, had told the 
House Appropriations Committee 
in its hearings on appropriations 
for the old-age reserve fund, that 
social security taxes for old-age 
pensions would have to be almost 
doubled if the system were put on a 
pay-as-you-go basis... Republicans 
have been demanding that it be 
put on such a basis and the plan 
for building up a huge reserve fund 

scrapped. 

Reagh asserted that, under exist- | 
ing law, an employe would pay no | 
more than 3 per cent, but this tax | 
ultimately would be about 5% per | 
cent on a pay-as-you-go basis. Em-.) 
ployers would match the contribu- 
tions of employes. 

According to present estimates, 
Reagh said, the social security fund 
and payments from it would reach 
a peak in about the year 2000. The 
reserve fund in that year would be 
in excess of 50 billion dollars, he 
said, while annual payments would 
be more than $3,500,000,000 and so- 
cial security tax collections about 
two billion dollars a year. 

At 3 per cent interest the reserve 
fund would yield $1,500,000,000 an- 
nually and make up the difference 
between tax collections and benefit 
payments, Reagh said. Under the 
present law this $1,500,000,000 ac- 
tually would be paid by the tax- 
payer, since the reserve funds are 
not invested. The social security: 
tax is used as general revenue by 
the Treasury, which issues notes to 
show its debt to the reserve fund. 

At one point Reagh asserted: “In- 
sofar as our estimates are con- 
cerned, we do not figure on the 
margin of safety that an insurance 
company does when it underwrites 
annuities or life insurance.”

The final page contained direc- 
tions for disposal of the Pontiff’s 
body.

“I dispose with especial wish 
that my body be deposited intact 
near and behind the resting place 
of Pius X, of dear and venerable 
memory, who summoned me to the 
Vatican Library, and not far from 
that of Benedict XV, also of dear 
and venerable memory, who so 
shortly before his death summoned 
me to the See of Saints Ambrogio 
and Carlo and to the Sacred Col- 
lege of Cardinals. Many persons, 
who never ceased coming to pray 
at their tombs, will have, we are 
confident, thought and prayer also 
for their unworthy successor.” 

The document was ended with 
the Latin words for “Into thy 
hands, O Lord, I deliver my soul.” 


Canopies Being Attached. 

Workmen in the Sistine Chapel, 
where the Cardinals will vote, were 
attaching today the canopies which 
will cover each Cardinal’s chair. 
When a candidate receives the two- 
thirds majority required for nam- 
ing the new pontiff, all the canopies 
except the one over his chair will 
'be lowered. 

The canopy beneath which Achille 
Cardinal Ratti sat in the last con- 
clave until he was made Pope was 
placed over the thirty-third chair. 

It bears in Italian the legend 
woven into its material: “Pope Pius 
eleventh February sixth 1922— 
twelfth row on right.” 

The thirty-third chair will be oc- 
cupied by Maurillo Cardinal Fos- 
sati, Archbishop of Turin. 

Seats were to be assigned to the 
members of the conclave in order 
of seniority, six Cardinal Bishops 
in the first places, followed by the 
Cardinal Priests and Cardinal Dea- 
cons.

Dr. Kung Says Purchases Have 
Helped Lately in Stabilizing 
of Currency.

CHUNGKING, China, Feb. 24.— 
Premier-Finance Minister Dr. H. 
H. Kung declared today that Unit- 
ed States purchases of Chinese sil- 
ver in the last three months had 
helped the Chiang Kai-shek Gov- 
ernment to stabilize its currency. 

Addressing the closing session 
of the People’s Political Council, he 
said Chin& wished to demonstrate 
its gratitude to democratic Powers 
for upholding China's cause against 
Japan, 

He said American purchases of 
silver had been large and that the 
$25,000,000 credit extended by the 
American Export-Import Bank had 
had a strong influuence on world 
opinion in favor of China.

‘aroused by some outrage, like the shooting of Louis 
Lee Baker, but all the time. 

The decent citizens can smash the alliance between 
crime and corrupt politics whenever they make up 
their minds to do it. The decent citizens can get 
rid of incompetent Prosecuting Attorneys, or Circuit 
Attorneys, or anyone else, whenever they will. We 
have done that’ very thing in St. Louis, and we did 
it in Missouri last November, as the Governor re- 
minded us, when we beat Tom Pendergast’s candi- 
date for the Supreme Court.

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THE ADMINISTRATION COURTS BUSINESS. 

Business, which has been something of a wallflower 
as far as the present administration is concerned, has 
been overwhelmed with anxious attention in Washing- 
ton for the past few days. 

President Roosevelt and Secretary Morgenthau have 
given assurances that there will be no new taxes. 
Mr. Farley made a speech in Miami in which he ad- 
yocated the nurturing of business “us the only means 
of obtaining more comfort for the have-nots.” Sweep 


ing curtsies to business have also been made in|, 


utterances of Secretaries Hopkins, Wallace, Wood- 
ring and Perkins. Tonight Mr. Hopkins is delivering 
a speech in Des Moines, in which he is expected to 
make a major gesture toward business. 

This wave of solicitude is prompted, no doubt, by 
the moderate downward zig-zag of the business index 
since mid-December. The down-trend is not yet 
pronounced, and the administration leaders hope to 
arrest it before it becomes serious. Everybody wishes 
them success. 

But investor confidence is a delicate psychological 
factor, and it depends on the long-range political 
climate as well as upon occasional official utterances. 
Public realization of this fact probably had as much 
as ahy other one thing to do with the swing back 
toward the Republican party in the last election. 

As the stream of investment dries up, as oppor- 
tunities for investment recede, as business expansion 
shrinks and industries fail even to make needed 
replacements, a sense of economic weakness is likely 
to seize the voters. When this feeling becomes suf- 
ficiently pronounced, the political conservatives gain 
ground. 

The amount of money lying idle in our banks today 
is greater than at any previous time in our history. 
According to the National Industrial Conference 
Board, the proportion of loans to our total bank de- 
posits and capital funds averaged 39 per cent for the 
past five years, against 63 per cent for the preceding 
11 years. The surplus of deposits and capital over 
loans and investments has more than trebled in the 
past five years. Excess bank reserves are sufficient, 
it is estimated, to serve as a base for 25 billion dol- 
lars’ worth of new credit. But this credit is remain- 
ing idle, and idle with it are 10,000,000 jobless men 
and women. The seriousness of this cannot be 
denied. 

Sumner H. Slichter, professor of business econom- 
ics at Harvard, and an economist of progressive lean- 
ings, says: 

The principal way dollars are created in mod- 
ern economic society is by borrowing. This 
means that the number of dollars in existence at 
any particular time depends upon the willingness 
and ability of banks to lend. The volume of pur- 
chasing power fluctuates with men’s state of 
mind; the growth of pessimism may suddenly 
throw millions of men out of work, or the growth 
of confidence may create thousands of jobs over- 
night. 

In Germany, the drying up of private investment, 
caused by the disappearance of profits, is forcing 
the rapid replacement of private capitalism with 
state capitalism. There is a lesson in this for 
America.

A BARGAIN BONDSMAN COMES BACK. 

Five persons have signed a $25,000 bond for Clyde 
A. Weston, business agent for Local 143, Motion Pic- 
ture Machine Operators’ Union. If Weston should not 
appear when called in connection with an extortion 
indictment, each signer would be liable for the full 
amount or any part thereof. Despite the fact that 
the corridors of the Municipal Courts Building are 
cluttered with bondsmen, Joseph Cutter was one of 
the five whose signatures were accepted by Judge 
Joseph L. Simpson. 

Less than two weeks ago, Cutter was permitted to 
settle a forfeited bond at 50 cents on the dollar. It 
was pointed out then in these columns that Judges 
could break up this practice by refusing to accept 
any bondsmen who settled at less than 100 cents on 
the dollar. Apparently Judge Simpson is not in- 
terested in insuring that the Board of Education 
gets its full payment on forfeited bonds. By refusing 
Cutter as a bondsman, he could have set a precedent 
that would have shocked the hangers-on who put 
such faith in political connections around the Mu- 
nicipal Courts,

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ARE MARRIAGE HEALTH LAWS “TOO ADVANCED”? 

The Public Health Committee of the Missouri 
House has voted unanimously to kill the pending 
marriage health bill because, for one reason, many 
of its members consider the legislation to be “too 
advanced.” This is a benighted attitude that as- 
suredly reflects no credit upon the State or upon 
the Legislature. A law designed to check the spread 
of venereal diseases and avert the birth of defective 
children, a law already adopted by many other states, 
including our neighbor, Illinois, rejected in Missouri 
as “too advanced”! The verdict sounds like some 
chronicle of the Middle Ages. 

Other members of the committee profess to oppose 
the House bill because it is “weak and ineffective,” 
and to favor the more stringent measure pending 
in the Senate. This is mere shadow-boxing. There 
is no possible chance for passage of the Senate meas- 
ure, If Missouri is to adopt this progressive legis- 
lation, and give its people the protection to which 
they are entitled, the only method is to revive the 
House bill and press it to passage. 

The old fogies shook their heads and muttered, 
“Too advanced,” when such measures as vaccination, 
pasteurization of milk, food and drug laws and com- 
pulsory education were first proposed. Marriage 
health laws are as important to the public welfare 
as those reforms, or more so, and will in time be just

Who Rules Japan? 


Governing clique in Tokyo is elastic, depending in considerable degree on who has the 
ear of the Emperor, says writer; “Genro,” or elder statesmen, are dying out; 
although a group of civilian officials temper their influence, nationalists, who want 
to extend Japanese “benevolence” over world, are the major factor in framing policy.

HAD not been in Japan 20 minutes be- 
| fore I heard a strange use of the word 
“They.” “They,” I was told, had decided 
thus-and-so; “They” had determined to fight 
the war to a finish. “They” had suggested 
recent changes in policy; “They” had de- 
cided that the country should do this and 
not that. “They” had arranged the ap- 
pointment of Prince Konoye, head of the 
Fujiwara family, as Prime Minister; “They” 
were reasonably well satisfied with him. 

A recent Premier, Gen. Hayashi, went to 
the palace to obtain the seal of His Im- 
perial Majesty on a routine matter. He 
came back to tell his Cabinet that the Cab- 
inet, including himself, was out. “They” 
had been to Hirohito. 

Who are “They”? 

This is the most difficult question in 
Japan. Beside it comparatively stiff ques- 
tions like, for instance, how Fascist Japan 
is, are simple. No one knows precisely who 
“They” are, because “They” themselves do 
not precisely know. The ruling clique is 
fluid and elastic; yet its policy retains a 
constant quality. “They” may be unknown, 
but what they do is predictable, like a ball 
rolling slightly from side to side, but re- 
turning always to equilibrium. “They” are, 
in a rough sense, like the College of Cardi- 
nals—if Cardinals changed more often. 

As everyone knows, the dominating fac- 
tor of the “They” of contemporary Japan 
is the Japanese Army. But it is not correct 
to assume that the Japanese Army alone 
and exclusively, even now, influences the 
Emperor. The army is overwhelmingly the 
most important single factor. But it is not 
the only factor. 


Close to the Emperor there is—still—a 
group of civilian officials and advisers, who, 
it goes without saying, often see eye to eye 
with the army, so that no conflict between 
them need arise, but who are still a check 
on unmitigatedly exclusive army domina- 
tion of policy. They are, in a sense, referees 
between the throne, the army and the peo- 
ple. 

In this palace group, incontestably the 
veteran elder statesman, the last of the 
Genro (produced with a hard “g”), Prince 
Kimmochi Saionji, comes first. This ald 


chamberlain of the pre-restoration Emperor 
at the age of 6; in 1868 he fought to oust 
the shoguns, w 


Hy 
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pointed. The army wanted the Genro to 
die out. In the original Genro were the 
great chieftains and Japan-makers, Prince 
Ito, Prince Inouye, Prince Yamagata, 
Prince Matsukata. Saionji was the last man 
to be taken in, and is the only survivor. 

At 89 Prince Saionji is too old to take 
active part in politics, but is consulted still— 
for instance, he approved the appointment 
of Konoye as Prime Minister in 1937. 

Another elder statesman, one not quite so 
historic a figure as Prince Saionji, but who 
has more contemporary influence, is Count 
Nobuski Makino, born in 1861 of noble blood 
(his father was leader of the Satsuma clan), 
who as Imperial Household Minister for 
some years gained a very close knowledge 
of the workings of the palace, where his 
influence was profound. Makino and Saionji 
in effect “ruled” Japan during the illness 
of the Emperor Taisho, and the first period 
of Hirohito’s regency. 

Makino is a liberal. The army hates him. 
There have been three attempts on his life, 
and, like Saionji, he barely escaped assassi- 
nation in the army putsch of 1936. He has 
been called the Elihu Root of Japan. When 
Saionji has anything to say these days, he 
says it “through” Makino. 


Other men influential at the palace are 
Tsuneo Matsudaira, at present the Imperial 
Household Minister, who has been Ambassa- 
dor both to Washington and London, and is 
supposed to be the chief present liberal in- 
fluence; Count Kurahei Yuasa, the Lord 
Keeper of the Privy Seal, who is supposed 
to be closer to the Emperor at present than 
any man in Japan; and Baron Kiichiro Hi- 
ranuma, the president of the Privy Council, 
an extreme nationalist. The character of 
Baron Hiranuma’s ideas may be gathered 
from the following statement, which he made 
as vice-president of the Privy Council: 

“Rumors to the effect that the national 
policy of Japan is imperialist and aggres- 
sive should be deplored. It is ignorance of 
the true motives of Japan which leads to the 
propagation of such unfounded rumors... . 
Any student of Japanese history will recall 
that, since the founding of the nation, our 
goal has been peace. ... The national policy 
of Japan is benevolence directed to the well- 
being and development of all, We wish to 
extend this spirit to our own citizens first, 
secondly to the Far East, and third to the 
rest of the world.”

OME countries seem to be unprepared for 
democratic rule, Eduard Benes, former 
Czech President, said the other day. If 
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proof is wanted that the German Reich is, 


such a country, it is to be found in “Inside 
Germany” (E. P. Dutton Co., New York), 
by Albert C. Grzesinski, one of the founders 
of the Weimar Republic. 

This book tells the story of post-war Ger- 
many from 1918 to the Czecho-Slovakian 
grab—the 14 years of the Republic and the 
six years of Hitler’s Third Reich. Since he 
served as head of the Berlin police, as Prus- 


sian Minister of the Interior and in other © 


important posts in the Weimar regime, the 
author is unusually qualified to tell it. 
Although the writer insists that he seeks 
to stick to the facts of his story, leaving the 
search for their deeper meanings to the 
reader, he does point out that the Weimar 


Republic fell because its leaders were too “ 


tolerant and because the German people 
did not have the political common sense to 
appreciate its benefits. 


Grzesinski is an eloquent defender of civil 
liberties, but he also believes that a free 
government must have the iron will to pro 
tect itself against subversive elements of 
both the Left and the Right. The Weimar 
Republic lacked that will to protect the 
authority of the state and the sweeping 
grant of freedom and democracy set uP 
under the Republic’s constitution. | 

It did not safeguard its own officials until 
Rathenau was murdered in 1922—and then 
only half-heartedly. It did not demand re 
spect for its flag and its institutions. It 
meted out half-hearted punishment to the 
worst political offenders and granted am- 
nesty after amnesty. Grzesinski onee signed 
@ warrant for the arrest and deportation of 
Hitler, but Hindenburg prevented its use. 


The Fuehrer took full advantage of the 
Republic’s tolerance. And just as he suc- 
ceeded in breaking down the resistance of 
his democratic opposition in Germany, the 
author warns, so now he is breaking dow? 
and dispersing the democratic powers of 
resistance throughout the world. Since 
Munich the world has been further from 
peace than ever. 
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Hitler’s rise to power was an event for | 


which the Allied governments must share 
the blame with the German people because 
of their failure to see the fundamental dif 
ference between the Germany of Weimar 
and the Germany of William II. Instead of 
conceding to the Republic some of the 
things that Hitler took by bluff, they 
cupied the Ruhr. But the Hitler regime 
cannot last, Grzesinski believes. Sooner oF 
later Germany must learn the value of 
democracy. It is her only hope. E. K.

Each year 150,000 to 175,000 trees 
now are planted and the Ohio nurs- 
ery supplying them is advised of 
requirements five years in advance, 
A different kind of tree is planted 
each year. 

Armstrong estimates that about 
2,000,000 trees have been planted 
in and near Cincinnati as the re- 
sult of the program and that more 
than half of them have survived.

FATHER M.D. COLLINS, 
GLENDALE PASTOR, DIES 


Indicted in 1918 for Pacifist 
Activities but Charges 
Were Dropped. 


: 


The Rev. Michael D. Collina, 
pastor of Mary Queen of Peace 
Catholic Church in Glendale since 
1921, died last night of heart dis- 
ease at St. Mary's Hospital. He was 
70 years old. 

A fiery personality with pro- 
nounced convictions, Father Col- 
ling was indicted in 1918 on charges 


_|of disloyalty becd@itse of his paci- 


fist activities. At that time he was 
pastor of a church in Jackson, Mo. 
The charges were subsequently 
dropped and Father Collins was 
never placed on trial. 

The indictment against the 
priest charged that he had said in 
a speech in St. Louis: “The Govern- 
ment is going to take the men 
across the sea and drown them like 
rats.” It was further charged that 
Father Collins urged persons rot 
to buy Liberty bonds and that he 
had said that money being collect- 
ed for the Red Cross was actually 
being used by the army. 

Before going to the parish in 
Jackson, Father Collins had had a 
turbulent career as priest of the 
church in the town of St. Mary’s, 
just south of Ste. Genevieve. There, 
in 1907, he waged a successful one- 
man fight to have saloons and 
dance halls closed on Sundays. 

An account in the Post-Dispatch 
at the time told how Father Col- 
lins, during his fight with the sa- 
loon-keepers, had been fired at 
from ambush, one bullet grazing 
his ear. When he was asked to 
leave town, on pain of physical 
harm, he replied: “I came here by 
order of the Archbishop. It will 
not be healthy for anyone who 
attempts to anticipate His Grace 
in ordering me away.” 

One time when he walked into 
a saloon during this period, the bar- 
tender said: “If you were not a 
priest I'd beat your head off.” Fa- 
ther Collins, Irish to the marrow, 
threw off his vestments and asked 
the bartender to step outside. The 
bartender refused. 

Before becoming a priest Father 
Collins was president of the Order 
of Railway Telegraphers of Amer- 
ica, , 

He had begun work as a teleg- 
rapher in his native North Salem, 
N. Y., when he was 14 years old 
and continued working part-time 
while attending Niagara University. 
Later he went to St. Mary’s College 
in Baltimore. He was ordained at 
Kenrick Seminary here in 1897. 

Surviving are a sister, Mrs. Mar- 
garet Spaulding of Katonah, N. Y., 
and a cousin, Mrs, Clara J. Murphy 
of Glendale. Funeral services will 
Poe held at the church, Berry road 
and Beverly avenue, Glendale, Mon- 
day at 10 a. m, Burial will be in 
Calvary Cemetery.

Third Proposal, Which Bars 
Court Review on Eligibil- 
ity, Is Held by Committee 
for Study.

The House of Representatives, 
working overtime in a lengthy ses- 
sion yesterday, made substantial 
headway in clearing up Missouri's 
social security crisis. 

It passed one of three bills de- 


signed to make the State social 
security laws conform to the re- 
quirements of the Federal Govern- 
ment, so as to obtain the release 
of Federal funds to the State for 
the payment of old-age assistance 
and aid to dependent children. The 
measure, the first to be passed by 
the Legislature this session, goes to 
the Governor for signature. 

This bill, which tightens the 
eligibility requirements for old-age 
pensions, is among those already 
passed by the Senate, which revise 
the State laws to assure that pay- 
ments to the aged and needy will 
be made on the basis of the indi- 
yidua] need of the applicant in 
conformity with Federal regula- 
tions. 

Demanded by Federal Board. 
Passage of the three bills has 
been demanded by the Federal 
Social Security Board as the con- 
dition on which Federal contribu- 
tions to the State’s program will 
be resumed. No Federal aid has 
been received by Missouri since 
the first @ the year, and the Leg- 
islature has been informed that the 
grants will not be made until the 
three bills are passed. 

Another of the bils, relating to 
conditions under which old-age as- 
sistance could not be paid, was 
also passed by the House. This 
bill was rewritten from the orig- 
inal Senate bill by the House So- 
cial Security Committee and must 
be returned to the Senate for ap- 
proval., . 
The changes made in the com- 
mitttee substitute bill are not ma- 
terially at variance with the Senate 
measure, but there will be some 
delay before it is finally passed. 
There is a possibility that the Sen- 
ate will not concur in the changes, 
and in that event the delay might 
be prolonged, as the differences 
would have to be ironed out by a 
conference committee. 
An unsuccessful attempt was 
made by Representative Whitaker 
today to force the House Social Se- 
curity Committee to report. the 
third Senate bill to the floor of 
the House. After Whitaker made 
his motion, Representative .E. J. 
eating of Kansas City made the 
point of no quorum. A rollcall 
showed that only 65 members were 
present, 11 short of a quorum. 
Whitaker laid his motion over 
until Monday afternoon, when the 
House is scheduled to reconvene. 
Opposition to Third Bill. 
It now appears that the success 
of the legislative effort to untangle 
the muddled affairs of the social 
security program hinges on the

This measure provides that the 
courts, in hearing appeals from

In passing the two bills yester- 
day the House defeated numerous 
amendments that would have nulli- 
fied their purpose and probably re- 
sulted in the Federal board refus- 
ing to release its grants to the State.

D. Taylor (Dem.) of Chariton 
County, and O. B. Whitaker (Rep.)

WASHINGTON, Feb, 24.—Chair- 
man Arthur J. Altmeyer said today 
the Social Security Board indorsed 
@ proposed permanent relief pro- 
gram calling for increased unem- 
ployment compensation and the es- 
tablishment of a new Department 
of Public Works. 

Altmeyer’s testimony opened the 
hearings by the Senate Unemploy- 
ment Committee on the program, 
drafted by Senator Byrnes (Dem.), 
South Carolina. 

Byrnes’ bill would provide for 
payment of unemployment compen- 
sation benefits ranging from $5 to 
$15 a week and would make bene- 
fits uniform throughout the coun- 
try. Old-age benefits would be lib- 
eralized and existing relief and 
public works agencies. would be 
brought under the new Public 
Works Department, 

Byrnes disclosed to the commit- 
tee he had broadened his bill to 
provide Federal grants to the states 
for the relief of unemployable per- 
sons. 

The revised bill, Byrnes said, 
would authorize for the unemploy- 
ables an estimated annual Federal 
expenditure of §$125,000,000, to be 
matched equally by the states, On 
the basis of average annual pay- 
ments of $360, he said the program 
would care for 800,000 persons phys- 
ically or mentally handicapped. 

Unemployable persons previously 
have been dependent entirely on 
state or local relief, Byrnes said. 

In his testimony, Altmeyer said 
members of the Social Security 
Board considered the Byrnes pro- 
gram “is a step in the right direc- 
tion.” 

“We are fully in accord with it,” 
he continued, adding that establish- 
ment of more uniform unemploy- 
ment compensation standards would 
be particularly desirable. 

Byrnes said that under the pro- 
gram any worker would be able to 
know at any time how much unem- 
ployment compensation he would 
receive if he lost hig job,

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LAWYERS’ GUILD DENIES 
PECORA'S ‘RED CHARGE 


Justice Says Board Is Pro-Com- 
munist and Announces He 
and Others Will Quit.

NEW YORK, Feb. 24.—An asser- 
tion by State Supreme Court Jus- 
tice Ferdinand Pecora that the ex- 


ecutive board of the National Law- 
yers’ Guild was controlled by pro- 
Communists was called “not only 
untrue but absurd” by the New 
York chapter last night. 

Pecora, retiring president of the 
Guild, said he and at least 11 other 
State officials and lawyers would 
resign, probably today, and might 
organize a new body with objec- 
tives similar to those of the Guild 
if enough of the 3300 members 
should follow the retiring faction. 

The first resignation came short- 
ly afterward from Frank P. Walsh, 
the Guild’s first president, now an 
honorary president and chairman 
of the State Power Authority. 

Notified of his election to the 
Guild’s national executive board, 
Walsh wired the national secretary 
in Washington his declination of 
the office, and. “to avoid a migun- 
derstanding,” his resignation as a 
member. 

Pecora said the Guild’s executive 
board failed to approve an amend- 
ment to the constitution which 
would express opposition to all dic- 
tatorships. 

The New York chapter's state- 
ment agreed with one issued by 
Municipal Judge John Gutknecht of 
Chicago, the Guild’s new president, 
denying there was a split “on the 
issue of Communism, Naziism, Fas- 
cism or any other ism.” 

Judge Gutknecht said the board 
unanimously adopted a resolution 
indorsing the stand taken by Judge 
Pecora in his convention keynote 
speech, which placed the lawyers 
“four-square” behind the Bill of 
Rights. 

The local chapter said “the” dis- 
pute concerned the need of any am- 
plification by the Guild of the very 
clear statement (against dictator- 
ships and isms) in the preamble 
to the (Guild’s) constitution.” 


Twe Officers of St. Louis Guild 
Prepare to Resign. 

Two St. Louis officers of the 
Lawyers’ Guild announced today 
that they had prepared resigna- 
tions. They are Leon M. Feigen- 
baum, president of the St. Louis 


jchapter, and Circuit Judge Harry F.

Feigenbaum said he had offered 
his resignation as president two 
months ago for sever.l reasons, 
including dissatisfaction with di- 
rection of the organization.

fect, an insurance business, the 
present laws do not require the 
setting up of reserves to guar- 
antee the meeting of obligations of 
the soceities, and there are no ex- 
aminations to guarantee either 
that the policyhoiders receive the 
type of funeral set out in the con- 
tract or the specific amount of 
money is paid. 

Undertakers whose business suf- 
fers from burial societies con- 
ducted by other undertakers or 
from contracts made by the socie- 
ties with certain undertakers are 
backers of bills which propose to 
place the societies under the super- 
vision of the State Insurance De- 
partment and to require that pay- 
ment be made in cash “instead of 
in coffins.” 

Campaign Against Societies. 

The Missouri Funeral Directors’ 
Association recently raised a fund 
among its members to conduct a 
campaign against burial societies, 
and it is the understanding here 
that the legislative fight against 
them is being financed, in part 
at least, from this fund. 

When burial societies first were 
started in Missouri nearly 30 years 
ago, a few were organized by 
undertakers, who agreed, in con- 
sideration of small monthly pay- 
ments, to provide funeral services 
when the person entering into the 
contract died. In the beginning, 
the business was small and the 
undertaker-organizers agreed to 
furnish a funeral costing $100. 
Several years later a law was en- 
acted permitting the making of 
such contracts for $300 funerals. 
This required larger monthly pay- 
ments and made the business at- 
tractive to promoters, who began 
organizing societies on a larger 
scale. 

Instead of being merely a busi- 
ness-gettting enterprise on the part 
of a few undertakers, it became, 
in effect, an insurance business 
without any of the protection sur- 
rounding industrial insurance com- 
panies. Societies began making 
contracts with undertakers to 
carry out their agreements. 

In time this business interfered 
with the regular business of under- 
takers, and the funeral directors’ 
organization in the State began ef- 
forts to regulate it. 

Rates Depend on Age. 

Members of the Senate Commit- 
tee on Insurance at a hearing on 
a bill introduced by Senator 
Michael Kinney of St. Louis, which 
has the support of undertakers 
who have no burial society connec- 
tions, expressed surprise when in- 
formation that 700,000 persons were 
paying on burial contracts in the 
State was presented. It was shown 
that the rates depend on the age 
of the person at the time = of 
making the contract, with the 
society, just as insurance rates are 
based on age at the time of taking 
an insurance policy. 

A burial society contract has no 
cash surrender value. If the hold- 
er stops paying, his rights under 
his contract lapse. If he continues 
paying his funeral expenses are 
paid at his death, either through 
“material and services” or by the 
payment of money with which to 
meet funeral expenses. 

The Kinney bill, which is the 
chief regulatory measure before 
the Legislature, proposes that each 
burial society shall be required to 
make a cash deposit with the State 
Superintendent of Insurance, the 
amount varying from $8000 for a 
society having a membership of 
less than 3000 to $15,000 for one 
with a membership of 9000, and 
gradually increasing for societies 
having large memberships. The 
bill also provides that all benefits 
shall be paid in cash, and provides 
for examination by the Insurance 
Department. 

There are several other bills 
which propose to increase the legal 
limit to contracts from the pres- 
ent $300 to $500. This would have 
the effect of further increasing 
the financial returns and of at- 
tracting other promoters to enter 
the field. 

None of the bills has received 
approval of legislative committees 
so far. The Senate Insurance Com- 
mittee, having heard the support- 
ers of the Kinney bill, will hear 
opponents at a meeting next week.

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Some Bad Breaks, Too. 


Of course there is another side 
of the picture. Lee Grissom, a 
left-hander of much promise, won 
only two games last year. Had 
he come through with a year like 
Vander Meer’s, the Reds Gasily 
could have been in the world 
series. Then there were other 
disappointments in the pitching 
department. Gene Schott, from 
whom much was expected, had 
only a five-five record and Ray 
“Peaches” Davis, another poten- 
tial, won only seven while losing 
a dozen. 

Certainly the Reds could win in 
1939, if Grissom and Schott and 
Davis delivered up to fondest 
expectations. And if, of course, 
Lombardi and McCormick and 
Craft and Derringer and all the 

others also had good years. 

There aré many persons who 
think McKechnie and the Reds 
may have trouble in 1939. Such 
observers think the Reds were 
merely a “hot” team in 1938, The 
old Boston Braves were that way 
the year they won the pennant in 
a surprise dash. The Braves 
weren't able to repeat, though 
they still had enough left to fin- 
ish second in 1915 and third the 
following year. 


‘Those Cincinnati Fans. 


At any rate, McKechnie’s big 
test will come during the ap- 
proaching season, for the red hot 
fans of Cincinnati are in a lather 
of hope and expectation, and it 
will be a bitter disappointment to 
them if the Reds do not make a 
spirited bid for the league cham- 
pionship. 

Some repairs will have to be 
made to make the Reds good 
enough to win. The infield was 
not satisfactory at all positions, 
and undoubtedly McKechnie will 
give serious consideration to the 
talents of young athletes trying 
out for second base and third. 
Lew Riggs hit only .252 last sea- 
son, which isn’t enough for a 
third baseman ona club that 
hopes to win a pennant. Linus 
Frey, second baseman, batted 
only .265 and Billy Myers at 
short, had only a .253 average. 
Despite the final standing of the 
clubs of 1938, those infield bat- 
ting averages are enough to make 
a cautious person hesitate about 
picking the Reds to romp home 
to the 1939 National League pen- 
nant.

Indeed, will power really includes conscience. If the conflict

EALTH is the basis of good 
H actions That means that a 

healthy child will work better, 
behave better, learn more easily, 
co-operate with other folk more 
pleasantly, than an ailing child. 

Many ailing children are hungry. 
They do not know it. They are 
tired and that makes them irrita- 
ble. When one feels too tired to 
move a hand or foot and somebody 
demands, sharply, that this work 
be done right now, and done to 
perfection, the response is rebel- 
lious and ill-tempered. Grownups 
make the same response under the 
same conditions. 

Now a sturdy body, well supplied 
with good red blood, does not tire 
easily. In fact it is hard to tire it. 
It comes back after a few minutes 
rest in spite of fatiguing work. 
Action is a joy, a necessity. The 
greatest satisfaction is found in 
working, playing, accomplishing. 
Healthy children are happy and 
happy children are good children. 

The basis of good health is nu- 
trition. If a child can eat well, 
and digest well, he grows stronger 
with every passing day. But if he 
does not eat well he must fail to

Disciplinary cases who trouble 
the schools usually are cured when 
their diet is corrected and supplied 
in generous amounts. The children 
who breakfast on coffee and bread 
cannot do good work. If at lunch 
time they get another piece of 
bread and a bit of herring or ham, 
they cannot stand up for the after- 


noon’s work. They cannot attend 
to the lessons, cannot summon the 
energy needed. 

Feed these children three good 
meals a day and the change is 
magical. ‘Their color changes; their 
weight increases; the expression in 
their eyes changes; their attitude 
changes. They begin to smile; they 
are friendly where they were indif- 
ferent, co-operative where they 
were rebellious. Good food makes 
all the difference between a bad 
child and a good one.

CHILD'S MENTAL PRIVACY

O YOU respect your child’s 
“mental privacy?” Or do you 
believe you have a right to 
probe and peer into his hidden 
motives . . to analyze and dis- 


‘cuss the whys and wherefores of 


his every thought and deed? 

The Younger Generation—in the 
person of 20-year-old Spiro Agnew 
of Baltimore—wants to know. And 
has considerable to say on the sub- 
ject. Quite a letter! So much of 
a letter, in fact, that we’re handing 
it on, as is: 

“Dear Miss Robinson: 

“Have the so-called ‘phycholog- 
ically educated’ parents of today no 
respect for. the mental privacy of 
their children? It seems to me that 
the parent who attempts to anal- 
yze a child by literally dragging his 
innermost thoughts into the open, 
not only fails to help the child but 
actually creates an insurmountable 
barrier between them. 

“All of us have thoughts, hopes 
and fears too sacred and intimate 
to be revealed to anyone. We are 
naturally sensitive about such per- 
sonal thoughts. Why do parents 
and teachers think they have a 
right to invade and violate our in- 
nermost secrets?
